The following additional casualties oc- 
curred: Otto Under fell from a lumber 
pile and had hie back broken und will 
die,; an unknown man was struck on 
the head by n flying cap from a fire en- 
gine and knocked into tho river and 
drowned. At 11 o'clock the fire is still 
burning fiercely, with the probability of 
blazing for twelve hours more.

METEOROLOGY. 


A Method to Determine the Local- 


ity of Netcom. 


KniTon UKTOIILICAN : — The following 


method may bo utilized to determine 
tho location of meteors and other aerial 
phenomena : 


Whenever people discover anything 


of an extraordinary uature above tlie 
earth let them draw a straight hue 
toward it, about two feet long, or longer 
it convenient, in a place whore it could 
bo easily preserved for a short time, on 
the ground. A stick would do as an in- 
strument for drawing tho line. 
II a number oi such lines were drawn 


in different localities surely some would 
he found that would cross one another 
at angles if tlie lines were continued fur 
enough. Then it would he an easy 
matter for a mathematician to select 
two of those locations most convenient 
lor tlie purpose, determine the distance 
and direction between them, and also
